WASHINGTON, Feb.'5.—The southwest storm 
is passing into the Atlantic, with barometer 
readings during Thursday below 29 inches in 
the Capvadian maritime provinces, and the 
Weather has cleared over all districts east of 
the Rocky Mountains except in, the Gulf States. 
Another southwest storm is Gentral to-night over
